Council is Britain’s counterpart of 
the World Council of Churches 


held in Oxford and Edinburgh in 
1937. 

The occasion, said the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, marked a new atage 
in the search for the true foundations 
on which the reunion of Christen- 
dom might be accomplished. 
‘There is no compromise of our 
distinctive principles in our coming 
together.” he added, ‘‘ but in days 
like these, when the basic principles 
of Christianity are widely challenged, 
and in many quarters expressly 
} repudiated, the primary need is for 
clear and united testimony to 
Christianity. 

“The difference between Catholic 
and Protestant is very small as 
compared with the difference 
between Christian and non-Christian, 
between those who do and those 
who do not believe that in Jesus 
Christ God hath visited and re- 
deemed His people. Our differences 
remain. We shall not pretend that 
they are already resolved into unity 
or into harmony. But we take our 
stand on the common faith of 
Christerdem—faith in God, Creator, 
Redesmer and Sanctifier, and, so 


share that faith, and call on 
all to conform their lives to 
ithe principles derived from it... 
he Council will consist of 112 
members, of whom 82 will be elected 
by the Churches, ten by the inter- 
denominational organisations, and 20 
will be co-opted members, including 
at least ten laymen and women.

“T feel honoured by the mvita- 
tion,” he said, “especially after the 
work do1e by Edwards and Mac- 
Liammóir for he Irish theatre. 
‘What thrills mé about the work of 
these men is their imagination, 
which is so evident in their acting 
and producing, and in the colour 
they give to everything they do. 

Dr. Starkie said that there was 
immense interest in Spain in the 
work of these two men. Jie was 
trying to urge on the translation into 
Spanish of Jrish plays with a view 
to their production in Spain, where 
great interest was taken in the Irish 
theatre. Of course, all these things 
were still in the future. 

While in Spain he had, of course, 
met most of the leading . dramatists 
and authors.

INDIA DEADLOCK 


GOVERNMENT ACCUSED 


NEW DELHI, Wednesday—When 
the Council of State resumed dis- 
cussion of the pelitical situation to- 
day, Mr. Srinarain Matha, Inde- 
pendent member, declared that the 
present deadlock was ‘‘a natural re- 
sult of the British attempt to arrest 
the forces of progress which had 
been at work since the last war.”

AMERICAN PLEA 


A Reuter New York message says 
that a plea for further efforts to 
obtain a settlement was made yester- 
day by the New Fork Times, whose 
chief correspondent in India, Her- 
bert Matthews, reported that he 
found ‘‘ virtually all Indians con- 
vinced that the British have no in- 
tention of freeing India after the 
war.” The paper sald that it was 
difficult to believe that the best 
method of defence in India was being 
employed if the state of mind of the 
Indian people was as so described. 
The Government, it proceeded, had 
no alternative but to arrest and 
imprison Mr. Gandhi and his fellow- 
leaders, “but the wisest statesman- 
ship would be to continue to explore 
the possibilities of a settlement 
which would remove the distrust of 
a subject people and recognise their 
natural and legitimate aspirations.”’ 


U.S. VETO THREAT 
IGNORED - 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—Dis- 
regarding threats of .a Presidential 
veto, the House of Representatives 
has passed, by 163 votes to 105, an 
amendment. to the Anti-Inflation 
Control Bill, raising farm parity 
levels by 12 per cent. An identical 
amendment is before the Senate.— 
(Reuter.) 


BRITISH operations to secure 
Madagascar, the world’s 
fourth largest island, strategically

ENSIONS for nurses, a nurses’ 

club and hostel, better pay, 
and more regular employment are 
among the suggestions which 
receive igeneral sup in a 
symposium on ‘The Nursing 
Profession and its Needs,” in the 
current issue of “ Studies,” con- 
tributed to by ,representatives of 
the medical and nursing profes- 
sions and the Universities> 

The sion scheme is~ described 
by Professor Henry Moore as being 
the most urgent need. ' He states 
that many nurses may works for 
years without being able to save 
money or pay a premium which 
would secure a pension later, and 
that owing to their strenuous life 
many of them have to retire when 
they reach middle age. There are 
cases, he says, of nurses having 
ended. their days in the county 
homes. 

Professor Moore is also a strong 
advocate of nurses’ clubs in Dublin, 
and possibly in Cork and Galway. 
Miss Annie Smithson, secretary of 
the Irish Nurses’ Organisation, 
says :—‘‘We want a large house in 
a central situation, where nurses 
coming to Dublin for holidays or to 
attend one of the post graduate 
courses organised by the I.N.O. 
could stay. , . . All we need is 
money.” 

Miss Ruth Nicholls, hon. 'secre- 
tary of the Irish Guild of Catholic 
Nurses, emphasised tHe need for a 
nurses’ rest home, which should. be 
within moderate’ fare from Dublin, 
reasonable reach of the sea, easy 
access of churches, shops, "bus, etc. 


LOW PAY 


Professor Moore mm that many 
private nurses are idle for months 
each year, and that the average ‘fee 
during the active period is two 
uineas a week for ordinary nursing. 

iss Smithson states that the dis- 
pensary midwives receive £40, 
rising to £80, and are often out day 
and night in all weathers. Hospital 
nurses, she adds, are often on duty 
for 12 or 13 hours, and may be on 
night duty for 20 years.

STILL CHECKED 
JAPANESE IN NEW GUINEA 


A Reuter Sydney despatch says 
that the Japanese push through the 
Owen , Stanley Mountains in New 
Guinea is still checked more than 
40 miles from Port Moresby, and 
Allied ajrmen are constantly batter- 
ing Japanese bases in New Guinea 
and the Solomons. At Buna, their 
main New Guinea base, fuel and 
ammunition dumps, a warehouse and 
many huts were set on fire, Three 
motor launches and a barge were 
machine-gunned and left in flames, 
and casualties inflicted on troops.

Mr. O’KELLY, Minister for 
Finance, turned to the Bank's 
functions, and said that, to enable 
it to perform the essential duty of 
providing cash and credit against 
acceptable securities, it was pro- 
posed to give it power to rediscount 
first class commercial bills, bills 
issued for agricultural “ purposes, 
Exchequer bills. and . bills of. local 
authorities, It. was also proposed 
that it be empowered to make 
advances against the collateral of 
Government securities. The. Bahk 
would publish ite interest and dis- 
count rates—a fact of special signi- 
ficance, for the commercial banks, 
when discounting bills of exchange, 
would, of necessity, have regard to 
the rediscount rates quoted by the 
Céntral Bank. Also, the Bank might- 
engage in buying and selling securi- 
ties to provoke expansion or con- 
traction in loans granted by com- 
mercial banks. There was no need 
for the Government to borrow 
directly from the Central Bank as 
there were ample savings to facilitate 
borrowings by the Government or 
local authorities. At the same time, 
it was desirable, that the Bank 
should not be undaly hampered by 
restrictions on the types of security 
in which it may deal, Without a 
| Central Bank. they would not be 
effectively equipped to meet such 
contingencies as serious danger of 
inflation in times of war and 
emergency. i 


LINK WITH STERLING 


Prof, J. JOHNSTON believed 
that, while a central bank might 
have been of some use in peace-time, 
it did not seem to make’ much differ- 
ence now whether it existed or not. 
One of the principal reasons given 
«for its establishment seemgd to be 
that central banks were fashionable 
—that it was ‘‘ the done thing ” to 
have one. The bill, in its first form, 
was most conservative. It posi- 
Sr oozed monetary orthodoxy of 
the: late Victorian kind—it was the 
swansong . crowning a lifetime of 
heresy on the part of the Govern- 
ment. There was, in Irish banking 
North and South, a very important 
degree of unity, and it would be a 
pity if it were to be broken. Some 
people seemed to regard it as a kind 
of national, humiliation that we 
should “keep our currency on a par 
with the currency of Great Britain, 
but he regarded it as an act of 
national self-discipline, 
which free peoples 
sn aigh gin 
e of natio self-respect 
good faith, and even the big nations, 
in normal times, liked to have, as 
assets backing their legal-tender 
money, thirigs which had a value 
outside their own frontiers. Some 
people criticised that anchorage, He 
regarded it, to quote an American 
slang term, as a whale of a fine 
anchorage. The only way to make 
the Central Bank a real engine in 
‘the creation, of credit was to 
empower it to lend outright to the 
Government—the power of lending 
being limited to between £2,000,000 
and £10,000,000. 


INFLATION 


Referring to the position of the 
-bank with regard to-the danger 
of inflation, Prof. JOHNSTON 
} mentioned three chief sources of 
inflation: (1) Workers in England 
remitting money to people in Ireland 
which was not balanced by the 
importation of goods from England ; 
j (2) the failure of the Government to 
balance the Budget—a failure which 
no Central Bank could prevent; and 
(3) the unbalanced export, of our 
agricultural surplus. These factors 
were inflationary, so far as the 
national price-level was concerned, 
unless expenditure arising from re- 
mittances and export of agricultural 
surplus was counter-balanced by 
people saving and buying sterling 
securities. These were dangers of

CREATION OF CEEDIT 


. Sir John Keane said their currency 
was in Irish pounds, and to get 
those Irish pounds all that was neces- 
sary was to supply sterling in 
exchange. There was no limit to 
the quantity of sterling available at 
present, and there was ,ample 
}currency in Jrish pounds to meet 
any demand that Government policy 
or the country might make. The 
view that for every £10 cash a bank 
held it could lend £100 was entirely 
wrong. It should be understood that, 
the 10 per cent cash was only one 
item in the credit basis, and that a 
further 40 per cent. must be divided 
between money at call and invest- 
ments, leaving only 50 per cent. of 
the total assets available. for 
advances.

RADIO PROGRAMMES 
TRADERS’ CRITICISM 


A protest against the poor enter- 
tainment value and the quality of 
transmission of programmes broad- 
cast by Radio Eireann, was made 
yesterday at the annual meeting of 
the Wireless Dealers’ Association, in 
Jury's Hotel, Dublin.

It was a general opinion in Dublin 
and the-country, said the chairman, 
Mr. W. B. Farmer, that the pro- 
grammes were not good enough. 
Something should be done about the 
quality of the transmission, but he 
thought that this was not possible 
until the studio was re-built. He did 
not think that one man could arrange 
all the programmes.

whole, considers that the programmes 
of Radio Eireann are lacking in 
general entertainment value, and 
that the technical quality of the 
transmission could be improved. The 
resolution also advocated the forma- 
tion of a Programme Committee, 
havi among ifs members repre- 
sentatives of the listening public. 
The Chairman, at the. outsel 
emphasised the extremely criti 
situation in trading circles which 
adversely affected traders.
